Allies Feel 
U.S. Unyielding 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. VP) 
—Growing differences between 
the United States and its Allies 
in Korea threatened their united 
front on major questions in the 
U.N. Assembly. Some delegates 
said the issues must be ironed 
out before further U.N. consid- 
eration of world problems. 
None of the differences in- 
volve basic aims—all the Allies 
want an honorable peace. The 
issues have arisen because the 
nations have not decided to the 
satisfaction 
of all how they 
should go about reaching that 
goal. 
Some of the Allies wish the 
United States would not be so 
stiff and unyielding on all is- 
sues. Others are interested in the 
recurring demands for a per- 
sonal meeting of the chiefs of 
state of the big powers. 


THE CONSENSUS is that the 
opening round of debate in the 
assembly 
showed 
\veaknesses 
and divisions on the western side 
and that unusual efforts must be 
undertaken to repair t h e s e 
breaks. Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., 
chief 
U.S. delegate, went to 


Washington for his first meeting 
•with 
President 
Eisenhower's 
cabinet since the assembly con- 
vened on Sept. 15. 
His opposite number on the 
British delegation, Minister of 
State Selwyn Lloyd, flew to 
London to tell Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden what he has seen 
and heard here. Lloyd is ex- 
pected back later this month. 
In London, the Foreign Office 
announced Lloyd's scheduled, re- 
turn shortly after Prime Minister 
Churchill's cabinet agreed on 
new moves to break the East- 
West deadlock over the Korean 
truce talks. No official details of 
the new plan were disclosed, 
however.

THE RUSSIANS, presumably 
representing 
the Red—ChmcoG 
point of view, have warned the 
conference may never take place 
unless the U N. adopts their pro- 
posal that certain Asian nations 
such as India, Burma and Pakis- 
tan sit in. The U.N. majority has 
voted aginst it. 
The British cabinet also dis- 
cussed prospects of a top level 
conference with Russia to relieve 
world tensions, a question which 
India has been pushing at the 
U.N. 
India's chief delegate, V. K. 
Krishna, > jjlenon, continued be- 
hind-the-scenes talks with other 
delegations on his proposal that 
the assembly make a formal re- 
quest for a big power get-to- 
gether. He was reported meeting 
some opposition, however. 
A number of delegates have in- 
dicated they favored a meeting 
of the Western Big Three and 
Soviet Russia but were not ready 
to commit themselves to a for- 
mal resolution. 
The United States has not an- 
nounced its position on Menon's 
proposal but Washington has been 
cool toward other similar sug- 
gestions.

Much Cooler 
Weather Seen 
For Nebraska 


Nebraska's u n s e a s o n a b l e 
weather is expected to pull an 
about face Saturday night with 
frost predicted in the north and 
west. 
Much cooler temperatures for 
the state were predicted for Sat- 
urday night and continuing in 
the east Sunday. 
Saturday's highs were 
ex- 
pected to be in the upper 60s in 
the northwest to about 90 in the 
extreme southeast. Lows' Satur- 
day night are expected to be 
around 30 in the west and north 
to the lower 40s in the southeast. 
Sunday is expected to be 
cooler with highs in the upper 
60s in the northwest to the 70s in 
the southeast. 


High temperature in the state 
Friday was 93 at Burwell and 
the Lincoln Airport. Low Fri- 
day night was 44, at Chadron, 
Scottsbluff and Sidney. Scotts- 
bluff recorded .01 of an inch of 
rain. 


DR. H. F. RHODES, another 
university agronomist, concurred 
with Duley on possibilities of con- 
siderable blowing this fall and 
next spring. 
Particularly important factors 
n averting wind erosion, Rhodes 
said, are land cover, larger earth 
particles or aggregates and rough 
surfaces. 
Wheat, which ordinarily can 


provide cover in the spring, may 
lave a limited growth through the 
winter because of lack of mois- 
ture.

A WEATHER BUREAU official 


in Lincoln said the summer and 
early fall dry season has set up 
conditions "just right?1 ttorv heavy 
soil moving by winds' Jn* the 
spring. 
He pointed out that a wide 


variance in atmospheric 
tem- 
perature, with warmer air at the 
surface and cooler aloft, will lift 
Jie soil made dusty by continued 
dryness. 
There has been a recognizable 
Increase in -winds and humidity 
las continued low, both contrib- 
uting to wind erosion. 


Humidity in the Great Plains, 
.he official said, has been lower 
-his summer and in the past six 
weeks than in any year since 
1936. 
Worse blowing can be ex- 


aected in the spring, if the#wm- 
,er is dry, because the higher 
sun with warm the ground air 
while the air aloft is still cool. 
During recent weeks visibility 
las not been low enough for dust 
storm conditions, the bureau of- 
'icial said, but given a high wind, 
a dust storm could develop within 
a few hours becaues of present 
dryness and atmospheric condi- 
,lons 
Nebraska's prolonged dryness 
has had further effects. The con- 
dition of many gravel roads in 
he state is reminiscent of the 
1930's, State Maintenance Engi- 
neer John McMeekin said. 


Bituminous surfaces also are 
subject to some cracking as the 
base dries out and shrinks. Planks 
on wooden bridges have buckled, 
Bulling out the spikes holding 
;hem down. 
Dryness has given rise to fire 
hazard. In Omaha, a ban on out- 
door fires m in force during the 
'extreme fire emergency" due to 
dry, 
windy 
weather. 
Council 


Bluffs, la., issued a similar edict. 
In Lincoln, State Fire Marshal 
E. C. Iverson urged extreme cau- 
tion with fires anywhere in the 
state. He called on Nebraskans to 
adopt "good housekeeping" meas- 
ures to ward off the danger of an 
outbreak of fall fires. 
Another effect of extended dry- 
ness has been the settling of some 
houses or some new additions to 
houses after they have been built. 
Settling, one Lincoln architect 
said, is attributed to the drying 
and consequent shrinking of foun- 
dations. Settling, however, is not 
as prevalent as during a period 
of several years of continued 
drought, he said.

Griffith's 
Attorney Asks 


Rehearing in Death Case 


Heaton's Plea 
Is Impassioned

The Nebraska Supreme Court 
heard an impassioned plea that 
it grant a rehearing in the case 
of Hugh Griffith, condemned to 
die on Oct 16 on charges of kill- 
ing his wife. 
Griffith's attorney, Pat Heaton 
of Sidney, in a highly emotional 
appeal, told the high court. 
"I'm behind the eight-ball. I 
know who shot her (Mrs. Grif- 
fith) but I can't prove it." 
Heaton said: "I am emotion- 
ally serious. I know this man 
(Griffith) did not shoot4fls',yrtfe. 
I can't'prove it but I know i£"~ 
* * * 
1THE SIDNEY attdrney then 
pointed his finger at the court 
and argued: 


"Yet you will sentence this 
man to die 13 days from now.' 
J u s t i c e 
E. B. Chappell 
broke in: 
"Don't forget it was the jury 
which passed the sentence. All 
this court can do is see if there 
are any reasons why the jury 
decision should not be upheld" 
Last spring the high court 
heard the case and unanimously 
agreed there were no sufficient 
reasons to disturb the verdict of 
a Cheyenne County jury which 
found Griffith guilty of slaying 
his wife with a shotgun on June 
20, 1952. 
The jury prescribed the death 
penalty. Griffith is now in the 
State Penitentiary. 


HEATON SAID that "on three 
little "words" hang Griffin's life. 
He said those were the words, 
"This is it," which Mrs. Cath- 
erine Hatcher of Sidney reported 
she heard from a man who 
sounded like, Griffith. 
She was 
with Mrs. Griffith on the night 
of the fatal affair. 
But Justice Adolph Wenke 
pointed out to Heaton that Mrs 
Hatcher had also reported hear- 
ing Mrs. Griffith scream, "Oh 
no, Hugh," just before the shot- 
gun blast was heard.

HEATON ALSO mentioned in 
passing that he was disturbed by 
the fact that one of the witnesses 
in the case, K C Davis of Sid- 
ney, was found dead in the Sid- 
ney railroad yards, cut in two. 
Heaton explained to reporters 
afterward that Davis was the 
only witness b e s i d e s Mrs. 
Hatcher who had testified that 
Griffith was in the vicinity of 
Sidney the day of the shooting. 
Heaton told reporters he had 


no evidence to hook up the 
mysterious recent death of Davis 
with the Griffith affair except 
to wonder if there was a connec- 
tion.

He said 
two freights and a passenger 
tram had passed through the 
yard after Davis was last seen. 


There was "definitely not" any

Sheriff Schulz said Davis had 
been to Davis' wife's home and 
departed around midnight. The 
sheriff speculated Davis went to 
the railroad yard to talk to per- 
sons working there, something 
the sheriff said, Davis often did. 
He had been a fireman for the 
railroad before taking a job at 
the Sioux Ordnance Plant. 


Sheriff Schulz said there was 
no known witness to the death. 
It was the official view that 
the death was caused by a train, 
he said. 


At Lincoln Griffith's lawyer, 
Pat Heaton of Sidney, told re- 
porters that Davis was one of 
two witnesses at the 
Griffith 
trial who claimed that the ac- 
cused man was in the Sidney 
area the night of the slaying. He 
said that Davis testified that he 
saw Griffith eating at a restau- 
rant at Brownson, a small town 
west of Sidney, the 
night of 
June 20, 1952.

Vishinsky monotonously reiterated in the 
U.N. Assembly that there wasn't a hope for 
a Korean political conference unless neu- 
trals were admitted. The General Assembly, 
having plumped for a two-sided conference 
only, refused again to be intimidated, and 
the British representative probably spoke 
for many of his colleagues when he resorted 
to American slang. 


Mr. Vishinsky would do well to take 


warning. There have been other objections 
and disagreements—Ambassador L o d g e 
gained some unpopularity by opposing In- 
dia's claim to a place at table, but he did 
show flexibility in proposing to let the 
conference speak for itself on the matter of 
inviting additional nations; and there have 
been reports that the U.S. may agree to a 
two-stage conference, a broader meeting on 
Far East problems, with wide participation, 
should the Korean meeting bear fiuit. But 
the Russian delegate confronts the Assembly 
with an undisguised threat, which raises the 
question of whether the Soviets want a po- 
litical conference at all. His hint that Mos- 
cow was calling the shots in China could 
scarcely have been other than deliberate, 
and it fits neatly with the Russian campaign 
to isolate China from contact with the West. 


Should the political conference be tor- 


pedoed, by Russia or any other power, it 
will be more than ever imperative for the 
U.S. to keep its position clear on Far East 
issues. The Paris newspaper Le Monde 
speaks of the fear that if Chinese troops 
were withdrawn "conquest of the North 
would be an irresistible temptation" to 
Syngman Unce. There is a growing feeling 
here that his brashness mustn't be allowed 
to set American policy, though his obstin- 
ancy alone might lule out the nuctralizing 
of Korea, apparently the most logical ap- 
proach just now. 


Nearly a year ago the South Korean for- 


eign minister told U.N. frankly that only 
American refusal to supply heavy artillery 
and nircmtt had restrained Rhee from at- 
tacking Noith Korea as the original aggres- 
sor. The pressure he can bring to bear has 
been reduced by redeploying U.N. forces 
along the truce line into better position to 
defend themselves against either side. 


in such an atmosphere Vishinsky's par- 


roting achieves nothing for his country as 
well as for a settlement in Korea.

Snub Jets for Whirlybirds 


What makes human nature so endlessly 


fascinating is of course its human quality 
and next, if looked at closely enough, its 
naturalness. It shouldn't surprise anyone, 
then—but it has, immensely—that the re- 
putedly staid and conservative Dutch people 
have gone virtually out of their heads, on a 
national scale, over helicopters. They won't 
even look at jet craft, says a news letter 
from The Hague, if there is a whirlybird 
anywhere around. And every village, ham- 
let and dorp is demanding—not asking—to 
be put on some route of the service just 
started between Brussels and Rotterdam. 


There is to be sure a background of 


sentiment in this situation, than which 
scarcely any background can be more in- 
fluential. It was the whirlybird that flew 
into the flooded country when 
storms 


breached the dikes last February, and per- 
formed prodigies of rescue achievement. 
From that day on, the Dutch have been de- 
veloping a stronger and stronger proprietary 
interest in the awkward looking but effi- 
cient aircraft. And so the day that news 
of the contemplated service leaked out, first 
Amsterdam, Utrecht and The Ha'guerfiled 
their claim for inclusionr 'and then every 
chamber of commerce, town council or plain 
high-thinking citizen (said the correspon- 
dent, slyly), joined the demanding cuuiua. 


They were a bit perplexed bfcause the 


Royal Dutch Airlines studiedly ignored the 
whole clamor, on grounds that the venture 
would lose money (which was admitted) 
and that the smallest helicopter type was 
unsafe (which wasn't). Many a community 
is going to be disappointed, says the spon- 
soring Belgian airline, because "if all the 
lequests for helicopters were satisfied, the 
sun would disappear behind a swarm of 
choppers, and the air would buzz from dawn 
to dusk "

Such was the inescapable conclusion of 


the thousands who swarmed through the 
eighth annual instrument conference and 
exhibit in Chicago the other day. They saw 
a device that would run sensitive feelers 
over a piece of metal and peel off the ex- 
cess thousandth of an inch; another that 
would stamp out fenders at a blow. Auto- 
matic machines that will turn out bolts and 
screws by the thousand in a few hours' time 
are now old hat. So too are the electric 
computers ("thinking machines") that in 
their infancy used to overcome all beholders 
with their diverse powers, and today are 
used in offices as though they were dicta- 
phones or one-way window glass. 


But the most sophisticated mechanics and 


machinists were a bit awed by the instal- 
lation that picked up automobile engines in 
the rough and went to work on them with 
half a dozen electronic machines simultan- 
eously; and by the petroleum refinery that 


with scarcely a man around to speak to it, 
handled chemical processes, the flow of oil- 
fractions, catalytic reactions, or whatever 
was called lor. These reminded spetcators 
of the terrific inventions of Dr. Suess, or 
the film extravaganzas in which a tiny hu- 
man figure wanders through a concourse of 
vast machines like prehistoric monsters, di- 
recting them with a fingertip and then may- 
be running from them in horror. 


Now that instruments have been invented 


to do almost anything in industry and do 
some of it better than human beings can, the 
emphasis has shifted t'o communication en- 
gineering. This is involved in the machine 
that remembers, or those that merely give 
orders to assemblages of gears and levers 
and tools. The telegraph and telephone have 
paved the way for these, and so has the 
thermostat, and even the row of holes in the 
top of a wash basin that tells the water just 
how far it can rise. 


Supersensitivity no longer means merely 


a thin-skinned person with an uncertain 
temper. Automaticity has been brought out 
of the dictionary where it has languished 
these many years, to take its place in to- 
morrow's conversation.

Korean Truce Eased Strain on China 


HONG 
KONG — Speculating on what 


might have been is usually fruitless. Yet 
it is at least worth noting that the end of 
the fighting in Korea almost certainly came 
just in time to spare the Chinese Commu- 
nists from paying heavy penal- 
tics for entering the war.

Furth- 
ermore, the rice, the soya beans, the tung 
oil and other products constituting China's 
huge export to Russia were being paid for 
by the Russians at prices 50 per cent under

A Hard Itarcain 


Truly, Josef Stalin drove one of his cus- 


tomary hard bargains with Mao Tse-Tung, 
when he agreed to re-r-quip and support the 
Chinese armed forces if China joined in the 
Korean fighting. To the Chinese Commu- 
nist leader, the high price no doubt seemed 
well worth pying, for the immense gain of 
becoming the dominant military power in 
Asia. But it can hardly be doubted either 
that the price began to be unbearable as the 
Korean war dragged on and on. 
The evidence is overwhelming, in fact, 


that the Peking government desperately 
wanted to bring the fighting to an end as 
long ago as last autumn 
In AiiKU.it, 1952, the Chinese Communists 
sent in Moscow the most hljrh powered mis- 
xton th*y could rollect, to ask for more lib- 
eral Russian aid. {Stalin's rigidity seems to 


have been the chief stumbling block in the 
negotiations. 


At any rate, nothing solid was accomp- 
lished until just a^ter the old distator's 
death. Malenkov then announced a prelim- 
inary agreement to increase Russian aid for 
China as a sort of send-off for Chou En- 
Lai's return journey to Peking. This has 
now bren followed by the announcement of 
a more detailed and complete aid agree- 
ment, that provoked Mao Tse-Tung's slavish 
telegram of thanks to Malenkov. 


The Chinese need for aid is urgent, Mao's 


thanks were slavish, because the Chinese 
Communist government is now confronting 
difficulties that might cause a less ruthless 
regime to lose heart altogether.

Death and Famine 


China's vital stocks of food grains have 
been utterly exhausted by the export pro- 
gram. Even by the end of last summer, 
farmers were leaving their fields unfilled in 
many parts of China, in protest against cruel 
taxation. This year's harvest of both wheat 
and rice have been far below normal. There 
are reports of famine already from Szc- 
chuan, China's richest agricultural province. 
This winter will quite probably produce a 
nation-wide Chinese famine in the classic 
style, with the people eating roots, bark 
and even earth. And death stalking the 
land. 


For China, of course. Industrialization is 


bound to be an agony, if it must be paid for 
out of the land. The Communist regime 
must accept that. Probably the Communists 
are even more disturbed by the breakdown 
of the national development program, which 
has caused the five year plan to be repeat- 
edly revised since its announcement In Jan- 
uary. If the Korean war had continued 
there could have been no national develop- 
ment. If the Korean war had been intensi- 
fied there might have been other and far 
more serious breakdowns. 


Instead the truce in Korea has now eased 
the strain at a critical moment while kindly 
allowing Peiping to retain all the enor- 
mous gains of the war, both of increased 
prestige in Asia and of immensely strength* 
cncd military power.

ROBERT S. ALLEN Reports 
Rep. Curtis Changed His Mind 


WASHINGTON — President Eisenhower 
has won a big victory in his own party on 
making good his campaign pledge to expand 
the social security system. 


GOP foes in the House have dropped a 
plan to block such legislation. 


They had a neat scheme to 


do that by a secret filibuster. 
It was to take the form of a 
protracted investigation of the 
administration of social 
se- 


curity benefits, coupled with 
long-drawn-out hearings on the 
more than 50 bills pending on 
this question. By means of this 
covert attack, the President's 
expansion program would have 
411en 


been stalled in committee until no time was 
left for Congress to act on it. 
As chairman of the special committee that 
was to do this undercover hatchet job, the 
hostile Republicans selected Rep. Carl T. 
Curtis (R-Neb), an outspoken critic of the 
social security system. 


With Curtis in the saddle, the stage ap- 
peared all set to give the President's pro- 
gram a big run-around. Curtis announced 
extensive plans for a sweeping investigation 
of the Social Security administration, to be 
followed b; lengthy hearings on the numer- 
ous pending bills. 


But the Nebraskan has changed his mind 
and intentions. 


There will be no investigation and the 
hearings will be limited to government of- 
iicials directly interested in social security 
matters. 


In other \vords, there will be no under- 
cover filibuster. 


Disclosure of this highly significant re- 
versal of attitude came to light in a letter 
Curtis sent to Rep. Jere Cooper, (Tenn), 
ranking Democratic member of the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 


Cooper, who strongly favors enlarging so- 


cial security coverage and benefits, wrote 
Curtis for a list of the witnesses he planned 
to interrogate. Cooper's intention was to 
line up opposing witnesses. But to his 
astonisment, Curtis replied he was calling 
off the time-consuming probe and hearings. 
"I' do not now plan," stated Curtis, "to 


go into such subjects as expansion, total 
disability, and increased benefits . . . I 
now plan to merely issue a factual report 
on how the social security system operates 
. . . Public hearings will be limited to gov- 
ernment witnesses who are connected with 
social security work . . ." 


Curtis gave no hint of what caused his 
unannounced change of heart. 
Inside reason 
was 
blunt 
talking by 
Speaker Joe Martin (R-Mass) and several 
other Republican leaders. They told Curtis 
that enactment of social security legislation 
was a "must" for the Republican party at 
the coming session of Congress and that the 
administration would not stand for stalling 
on the issue. 
"The next session of Congress," Martin 
declared, "is going to be known as the so- 
cial security session. If we do nothing else, 
we are going to put through a bill to ex- 
pand the social security system. No one is 
going to stop that, least of all Republicans. 
If we have to, we'll use force to put through 
the President's program." 
It was after this plain-falking huddle 


with the GOP leaders that Curtis decided to 
drop his stalling tactics.

TJSDA freezing specialists say 
that tomatoes do not freeze suc- 
cessfully. However, tomato juice 
may be frozen. Here's how. 
Wash, sort and trim firm "vine- 
ripened tomatoes. Cut in quar- 
ters or eighths. Simmer 5 to 10 
minutes. Strain. If desired add 
1 teaspoon salt to each quart, of 
iuice for seasoning. Pour into 
rigid freezer containers leaving 
lead space. Seal and freeze. 


Even though the "open kettle 
method" is considered a method 
of canning, it is not recom- 
mended as a good method. It 
may be possible to can acid foods 


u"~h as -fruit and tomatoes using 
this method, but* best results 
will not be obtained. 


More food value will be re- 
tained, food will have a better 
color, and there is less danger 
of spoilage if fruit and tomatoes 
are processed after the product 
has been placed in the jar. For 
fruit and tomatoes the hot water 
bath is the recommended method 
of processing. Processing fruit 
and tomatoes in a pressure 
cooker will overcook these foods. 


For best results, the following 
method of canning tomato juice 
is recommended: Use ripe, juicy 
tomatoes. Wash, and remove 
stem ends. Cut into pieces. Sim- 
mer until softened, stirring 
often. Put through strainer. Add 
1 teaspoon salt to each quart of 
juice. .Reheat at once just to 
boiling. Pack boiling hot juice 
tolids. 
bath 212 degrees for 15 minutes 
— both pint and quart jars. As 
soon as you remove jars from 
canner, complete seals if clos- 
ures are not of self-sealing type.
